One day early this spring, a group of Falls 
Township officials sat down at a table, opened 
brief cases and spread out a number of papers 
and news clippings before them. Their topic of 
discussion: The rising tide of juvenile delinquen­ 
cy in Falls Township. 
* 
Car thefts, burglaries, destruction of school 


and other property, running away from home—all 
committed by youngsters of junior high school 
age or less—and giving the police department 
and school officials more and more of a headache 
each month. 
Then and there it was decided to that it was 
time to do something about the problem. So, six 
weeks later, the supervisors announced the crea­ 
tion of a citizens committee to study youth de­ 
velopment. 
True Picture 
Named to the group would be persons from 


educational religious, recreational, governmental, 
and youth activities—all to study and attempt to 
get a true picture of Falls’ juvenile problem. 
Then they would initiate a program to “prevent, 
control and combat it.” 
Such is the predicament that faces Falls 
Township, a community of some 30,000 souls. But 
Falls is just a part of vast Lower Bucks Coun­ 
ty. Is juvenile delinquency (JD) on the upswing 
and does it pose a special problem for this area 
as a whole? 
In an attempt to obtain a clear picture of 
whether this is the case, the Courier-Times talked 


to county law enforcement officials and those in 
area municipalities as well as local school offi­ 
cials. 
Some said that JD presented no special prob­ 
lem to them, others indicated that they were 
nearly plagued by it and some went so far as to 
accuse officials in other municipalities of 
play­ 
ing it down.” 
In any event, indications are that JD is on the 
rise and is becoming increasingly difficult to cope 
with in Lower Bucks. Here’s why. 
Last year there were 615 juvenile cases re-

(erred to the Bucks County Juvenile Court, more 
than IOO over the previous year (510). These 615 
cases were enough to keep County Probation Of­ 
ficer Robert W. Shields and his assistants busy 
the entire year round. 
Marked Increase 
Police and school officials in some quarters 
of the Lower Bucks have noted a marked increase 
in law infractions by youngsters. 
Car thefts among Falls Township teenagers 
have almost become commonplace. Bristol Town­ 
ship school officials have noted a sharp climb in 
vandalism in connection with attempted bur­ 
glaries in the schools there. 
According to Henry B. Decker, assistant to 
the regional school superintendent, vandalism in 
the last six months of 1960 cost the township tax­ 
payers $2,900 in broken window glass alone. This 
sum was matched by costs of destruction to oth­ 
er school property, Decker estimates. However, 
there has been a decline this year, he adds. 


$3,OOO Damage 
Bristol Borough Councilman Stephen Bres­ 
cia, chairman of the council’s water committee, 
recently reported that $3,000 damage has been 
done by vandals at the borough’s well fields. 
The councilman said that every door had been 
smashed open and every window broken in the ll 
well houses. 
Pool and playground areas in Levittown have 
come in for similar treatment also. Benches, 
swings, sliding boards and buildings which house 
pool filtration equipment have been wantonly 
damaged, officials report. 
‘IO Pct. Increase 


The 615 juvenile cases sent to Bucks County 
Court by county police departments last year 
represent an increase of 20 per cent over the pre­ 
vious year. By and large the majority of these 
came from Lower Bucks which comprises three 
fourths of the total county population. 
This 20 per cent rise far exceeds the increase 
in the county population—less than three per cent. 
The increase in juvenile crime seems then to 
have just more than kept pace with the booming 
population. 
Sees No Alarm 
Probation Officer Shields sees no alarm for 
the rising figures, maintaining that the number 
of crimes committed by youths increases as the 
population increases. 
“Lower Burks is no different from any oth­ 
er region in the country,’’ Shields says. “With 
the increase in population you have a rise in ju­ 
venile delinquency.’’ 
Area police chiefs say that most of the ju­ 
venile cases they handle are never sent to Doyles­ 
town. Consequently, it is impossible to number 
the less serious infractions. 
When a youngster commits an offense of a 
less serious nature, the chief will call in the par­ 
ents or guardian and the matter is settled. 
Seriousness Decides 
Shields will tell you that policemen are proba­ 
tion officers and it is up to them which cases ac­ 
tually get to court. Of the eases that go to Ju­ 
venile Court less than half of them are heard by 
Bucks judges. The majority arc resolved by 
Shields and his staff. 
Again, the seriousness of the case decides 
whether a judge will sit in or not.

Warner Firm 


Appeals Tax 


The Warner Company has ap­ 
pealed to Bucks County Court to 
have its company-owned railroad 
on its Falls Township and Tully­ 
town properties exempted from 
1961 real estate taxes as vital 
mining machinery. 
In an appeal (rf a decision by 
the county commissioners, the 
sand and gravel firm said the 
system is “a private railroad used 
exclusively and specially in the 
necessary processes” of its oper­ 
ations. 
The county commissioners on 
May 24 denied an appeal by the 
company to takes taxes off its 
railroad tracks, trestle and bridge. 
They are assessed for taxes at 
$104,571 or 30 per cent of a $348,- 
570 valuation. 
The company maintains that un­ 
der state law they are exempt 
as part of the mining machinery. 


For several years, U. S. Steel 
Corporation and the Falls Town­ 
ship School Board and supervi­ 
sors have been debating as to 
whether or not equipment in the 
Fairless Steel Works, including 
railroad tracks, should be as­ 
sessed.
